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Foreword 


Twelve  months  ago  the  Hospital  was  looking  forward  to  another  year  of 
normal  activity,  complicated  somewhat  by  the  welcome  Inn  heavy  obligation 
to  raise  five  and  a  hall  million  dollars  for  new  construction.  Then  came  the 
explosion  in  Korea,  with  the  resulting  inflation,  worry,  and  chagrin.  Today  we 
look  around  us  at  a  nation  enmeshed  in  a  tangled  web  of  misdirected  good  inten- 
tions and  bewildering  commitments  to  feed  and  police  much  of  the  globe.  Yet, 
despite  all  this,  the  Hospital  has  continued  with  notable  success  its  many-sided 
program  of  teaching,  research,  and  the  practise  of  medicine.  It  has  raised  well 
over  three  million  of  the  desired  five  and  a  half.  It  has  paid  its  current  bills 
out  of  current  income.  It  faces  the  future  with  undiminished  confidence  in  the 
courage,  generosity,  and  basic  intelligence  of  the  American  people,  and  with 
renewed    faith    in    the   volnntary   system   of  medical  and  hospital  care. 

The  following  pages  record  snch  details  of  the 
year's  accomplishments  as  can  be  expressed  in  words 
and  figures.  But  no  one  can  ever  tell  the  real  signifi- 
cance of  another  year  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital. 
Its  beneficent  impact  on  society  continues  to  defy 
analysis  or  description. 

I  report  with  great  regret  the  passing  of  three  men 
to  whom  the  Hospital  owed  much,  and  who  have 
died  since  our  last  annual  meeting:  Mr.  William 
Kidston  (November  5,  1950);  Dr.  Carl  B.  Davis  (De- 
cember 11,  1950);  Mr.  J.  Hall  Taylor,  (February  13, 
1951). 

Mr.  Kidston  had  never  been  a  member  of  the 
official  family  of  the  Hospital,  but  few  people  had 
done  more  for  it  than  he.  He  recognized  the  distinc- 
tion of  the  Medical  Staff,  and  gave  generously  to  sup- 
port its  research.  His  gift  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  to  the  Building  Fund 
is  the  largest  single  donation  so  far  received  in  the  present  "campaign."  His  will, 
now  in  the  process  of  being  probated,  makes  generous  provision  for  future  needs. 
For  the  faith  in  the  Hospital  which  prompted  these  gifts,  as  well  as  for  the  gifts 
themselves,   our  gratitude   is  unbounded. 

Dr.  Davis,  consulting  surgeon,  had  been  a  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  since 
1906.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  in  his  mind  and  heart  only  his  family  took 
precedence  over  the  Hospital.  His  contributions  to  human  welfare  were  many 
and  significant;  most  of  them  were  made  through  the  agency  of  Rush  Medical 
College  and  Presbyterian  Hospital.  His  death  removes  one  of  our  most  honored 
staff  members. 

Mr.  Taylor  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  since  1924,  and 
had  served  for  many  years  on  the  Investment  Committee  and  as  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  He  was  intelligently  interested  in  all  phases  of  the 
Hospital's  program,  and  both  by  wise  counsel  and  generous  giving  did  much  to 
assist  it.    In  his  death  we  have  lost  one  of  the  truest  friends  the  Hospital  ever  had. 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  fact  that  on  February  21,  1951,  the  Board  unani- 
mously -and  enthusiastically  elected  E.  Hall  Taylor  to  the  vacancy  on  this  Board 
created  by  his  father's  death. 

I  express  to  all  members  of  the  medical  staff  and  all  officers  and  employees 
of  the  Hospital  the  thanks  of  the  Managers  for  difficult  tasks  efficiently  performed, 
and  to  the  Managers  the  thanks  of  "all  hands"  for  generous  and  helpful  sup- 
port in  the  work  of  the  year.  No  better  example  of  team-work  can  be  found 
than  that  which  has  carried  us  happily  and  successfully  through  another  year.  And 
everyone  associated  with  the  Hospital  unites  in  grateful  appreciation  to  the  many 
contributors  to  the  Building  Fund.

Report  of  the  Chairman 
of  the   Building   Fund 

At  the  time  of  going  to  press,  pledges  and  pay- 
ments to  the  Building  Fund  total  $3,126,913.37.  Al- 
though this  total  presently  falls  short  of  the  goal 
established  of  $5,500,000,  it  represents  only  the  results 
of  the  first  phase  of  your  committee's  efforts. 

The  campaign  started  on  April  13,  1950  and 
came  to  the  end  of  its  first  phase  February  1,  1951. 
During  that  period  of  time  the  peace  of  the  world 
was  shattered  by  the  events  in  Korea  and  the  economy 
of  the  United  States  was  converted  from  its  normal  channels  to  the  defense  of 
the  country.  As  a  result,  the  second  phase  of  the  Building  Fund  campaign  takes 
on  a  more  restricted  aspect  than  that  of  the  first  phase,  principally  by  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  size  of  the  committees  working  and  an  extension  of  time  in  which  to 
reach  our  goal. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  all  donors  to  the  Fund.  Their  contributions  have 
made  it  possible  to  proceed  with  buildings  and  alterations  most  desperately 
needed  and  which  we  are  permitted  to  build  under  the  rules  of  the  national  emer- 
gency program. 

The  response  of  the  public  to  our  solicitations  was  most  gratifying  as  it  evi- 
denced confidence  in  and  recognition  of  the  work  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
in  its  service  to  the  community  through  research  and  education  as  well  as  care 
of  the  ill. 
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The  work  of  solicitation  of  funds  was  carefully  organized  and  divided  so  that 
responsibility  fell  on  several  different  committees.  For  record  we  acknowledge  with 
thanks  and  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  the  work  of  the  members  and  chairmen  of 
the   various   committees:

;K    JN  service  on   a   voluntary   basis. 

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  attending  stall, 
the  house  staff,  the  employees  in  all  divisions,  the  stu- 
dent nurses,  and  the  volunteers,  all  of  whom  helped 
to  care  for  the  14,788  patients  admitted  in  1950,  which  amounted  to  an  average 
daily  census  of  384  patients.  This  does  not  reflect  the  many  people  who  dailv  came 
to  the  Hospital  as  ambulatory  patients  for  such  services  as  x-rays,  electrocardiograms, 
etc.  Neither  does  it  reflect  the  average  number  of  clinic  visits  of  276  per  dav  made 
to  the  Central  Free  Dispensary. 

The  combined  operation  of  the  Hospital,  School  of  Nursing,  Central  Free  Dis- 
pensary, and  the  research  activities  resulted  in  an  excess  of  income  over  expense 
of  $20,505.  Operating  results  reflect  repairs  and  minor  changes  necessary  to  keep 
the  plant  up   to   operating  efficiency,   but  without  any  charge  for  depreciation. 

An  important  event  and  one  of  great  significance  in  the  future  development 
of  the  Hospital  was  the  cornerstone  laying  of  the  new  Nurses'  School  and  Resi- 
dence on  November  27,  1950.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  building  will  be  ready 
for  use  in  the  late  fall  of  1951.  The  finest  educational  facilities  have  been  provided 
as  well  as  an  individual  room  for  each  student  and  graciously  furnished  lounges 
and  recreation  rooms. 

During  the  year  several  major  improvements  were  made  in  the  facilities  for 
patients  in  the  form  of  new  bathrooms  in  the  Murdock  Building  and  the  new  duty 
rooms  in  the  Jones  Building.  On  "E"  floor  of  the  private  pavilion  we  installed 
a  direct  communication  system  between  the  patients'  rooms  and  the  nursing  station 
so  that  the  patients'  needs  can  be  more  promptly  met.  Similar  installations  are 
being  made  on  the  other  private  floors. 

Gifts  to  the  endowment  fund  during  the  year  aggregated  $27,459.58  and 
brought  the  total  endowment  of  the  Hospital  to  $7,425,384.91  as  of  December  31, 
1950.  The  major  items  of  additions  to  the  endowment  are  $10,000  to  name  the 
Barbara  Ann  Smith  "teen  age"  room  for  girls;  $4,278  added  through  gifts  from  the 
Sunday  Schools  to  the  Child's  Free  Bed  Fund;  and  $9,468  from  the  estate  of 
Peter  Baker,  a  grateful  patient  who  had  been  cared  for  in  the  Central  Free  Dis- 
pensary for  a  number  of  years. 

The  many  names  recorded  in  the  lists  of  endowment  funds,  of  gifts  for  special 
or  general  purposes,  and  of  gifts  from  the  churches  and  the  Woman's  Board,  make 
it  clear  that  these  friends  have  not  "taken  the  Hospital  for  granted."  They  have 
helped  us  meet  our  obligation — which  is  also  our  privilege — to  care  for  the  sick, 
and   have   helped   assure    the   future   development  of  the  Hospital.

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Report  of  the   Medical   Director 


It  is  as  difficult  to  describe  what  "is"  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  as  it  is  to  define 
emotion  and  character.  The  changing  nature  of  medical  care,  the  changing  con- 
cepts of  education,  and  changing  medical  thought,  are  all  reflected  in  the  daily 
activity  in  the  Hospital.  Any  attempt  to  evaluate  the  relative  importance  of  indi- 
viduals or  groups  is  unwise,  and  would  give  inaccurate  results. 

Our  care  of  the  sick  and  the  injured  would  be  hopelessly  inadequate  il  it 
were  not  lor  the  splendid  group  of  Florence  Nightingales  in  our  Nursing  School. 
The  Director  of  our  Nursing  School  and  her  capable  associate  have  brought  to 
us  vigor  and  optimism.  One  or  both  of  them  are  regular  attendants  at  the  weekly 
meeting  of  the  Research  and  Education  Committee  of  the  staff.  They  are  keenly 
alert  to  the  role  which  the  nurses  will  play,  not  only  in  the  care  of  the  patients, 
but  in  the  study  oi  disease.  We  believe  our  nurses  will  have  an  increasingly  impor- 
tant role  as  adjuncts  to  research  because  their  work  is  absolutely  essential  to 
many  research  problems.  It  is  possible  that  an  elective  course  will  be  given  to 
senior  student  nurses  who  will  receive  surgical  tech- 
nical training  in  the  animal  hospital.  This  will  not 
only  be  valuable  as  preliminary  training  before  they 
reach  the  operating  room,  but  will  introduce  many 
of  them   to   the   exciting   atmosphere   of   investigation. 

Our  School  of  Nursing  is  affiliated  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  College  of  Medicine.  Young  women 
who  satisfactorily  complete  the  first  two  years  at  Ur- 
bana,  or  its  equivalent  in  college  elsewhere,  when 
selected  by  our  School  of  Nursing,  may  qualify  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  from  the 
University  of  Illinois.  Twenty-seven  members  of  our 
School  of  Nursing  Faculty  and  correlated  departments 
of  the  Hospital  are  members  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
University  of  Illinois. 

The  Central  Free  Dispensary  has  long  had  a 
strong  influence  upon  the  character  of  this  Hospital.  In  1950, 
patients  were  cared  for,  for  a  total  of  83,020  visits.  Of  this  number,  67%  were 
without  cost  to  the  patient.  The  total  direct  expense  of  the  Dispensary  in  1950 
was  $190,900.61.  Part  of  the  costs  were  paid  by  support  from  the  Chicago  Wel- 
fare Department,  the  Community  Fund,  Cook  County  Department  of  Welfare, 
Blind  Service  Association  of  Chicago,  and  others.  The  support  of  the  Woman's 
Board  of  this  Hospital  has  made  it  possible  to  give  insulin  to  diabetic  patients, 
liver  extract  w^hen  essential  to  life,  and  eye-glasses,  all  of  which  most  patients  are 
unable  to  pay  for.  These  splendid  women  have  also  given  a  fund  of  52,500  to 
make  possible  the  use  of  expensive  and  necessary  drugs  which  could  not  other- 
wise be  supplied.  The  deficit  of  $16,854.27  which  remained  after  all  available  sup- 
port was  received  wras  paid  from  Hospital  funds.  It  is  unfortunate  indeed  that 
the  tax-supported  agencies  do  not  adequately  pay  for  the  cost  of  the  care  of  the 
patients  they  send  us.  Each  patient-visit  to  the  Dispensary  costs  the  Hospital  $2.21, 
but  these  agencies  pay  only  90c  per   patient-visit.

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The  Hospital  is  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Illinois  College  of  Medicine, 
and  does- much  teaching  for  it.  The  objective  of  this  affiliation  is  to  give  future 
doctors  experience  in  clinical  practice  on  a  high  level.  At  present  52  junior  stu- 
dents and  80  senior  students  are  assigned  to  the  Hospital.  Approximately  80 
medical  students  study  in  the  Hospital  each  day  throughout  the  college  year.  This 
number  in  itself  is  a  small  medical  school.  But  the  Hospital  is  actually  a  graduate 
school  also.  In  addition  to  these  under-graduate  students  about  85  doctors  are  here 
as  interns,  residents,  research  fellows,  or  assistants.  In  the  past  we  have  had  20 
interns  and  65  men  beyond  the  internship  year,  but  the  demands  of  the  military 
forces  have  made  it  practically  impossible  to  guarantee  a  continuity  of  training 
after  the  one  year  of  internship.  We  have  accepted  28  interns  to  begin  their 
service  at  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  on  July  1,  1951.  The  men  beyond  the  intern- 
ship year  now  working  in  our  research  and  education  program  are  at  the  con- 
stant mercy  of  military  call. 

The  Rush  Medical  College  Library,  which  is  maintained  by  the  Hospital,  is 
one  of  the  superior  medical  libraries  of  America.  For  the  benefit  of  our  stu- 
dents and  our  doctors,  the  Library  is  open  daily  from  8:30  A.M.  to  10  P.M.  and 
on  Sunday  from  2  to  10  P.M.  There  were  10,543  readers  in  the  Library  during 
1950,  for  an  average  of  33.26  readers  per  day,  with  a  maximum  of  86  readers  dur- 
ing any  one  day  of  the  year.  The  total  number  of  5,993  persons  who  used  the 
Library  in  1945  has  increased  to  10,543  in  1950.  It  is  probable  that  many  persons 
interested  in  the  Hospital  do  not  know  of  the  excellence  of  the  Rush  Library  and 
its  rich  content  of  historical   treasures. 

The  drama  of  research  at  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  an  ever-widening  sphere 
of  influence  which  is  contributing  to  human  knowledge  and  to  human  welfare. 
This  is  what  makes  this  Hospital  different.  Leadership  in  research,  and  the  stim- 
ulation of  our  house  staff  and  attending  staff,  are  some  of  the  tremendous  growth- 
influences  of  the  recent  years.  The  integration  of  research  with  patient  care  is  at 
a  high  level.  We  train  men  to  be  good  doctors;  we  do  not  try  to  make  a  research 
man  out  of  every  doctor.  We  believe,  however,  that  every  doctor  in  training  here 
is  influenced  for  good  by  the  contagiousness  of  investigation,  by  accuracy  of  ob- 
servation, the  recording  of  facts,  and  the  constant  challenge  to  do  an  increasingly 
better  job.  A  compilation  of  research  studies  under  way  in  1950  shows  sixty 
major  projects.,  The  details  of  these  studies  will  be  included  in  a  later  scientific 
bulletin.  Friends  of  the  Hospital  may  be  assured  that  we  are  not  concerned 
with   the  number  of  studies,   but   only  with   their  excellence. 

We  admit  that  we  are  not  perfect.  We  recognize  that  we  must  do  a  better 
job  in  our  Dispensary,  especially  in  the  admitting  rooms,  and  in  certain  phases 
of  teaching.  The  intangible  something  that  makes  young  doctors  restless  when 
they  are  uncertain  of  their  future,  the  possibility  of  war  and  the  call  to  military 
service,  all  detract  from  that  indefinable  something  which  makes  a  person  an  ideal 
student  and  ultimately  an  ideal  doctor.  We  look  forward  to  the  time  when  we 
can  again  be  the  kind  of  Hospital  that  we  always  have  been,  influenced  only 
by   the  lust  for   truth  which   is   the  removal  of  all  doubt.

Report  of  the  President 
of  the  Attending   Staff 

One  of  the  most  important 
requirements  of  a  modern  hos- 
pital is  that  it  must  not  remain 
static,  lor  without  progress  even 
the  best  -  intentioned  institution 
deteriorates.  It  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  a  well-organized 
program  of  research  be  carried 
on  in  the  newer  branches  of  med- 
icine and  surgery,  in  order  that 
the  discoveries  made  in  these 
sciences  may  be  applied  to  the 
benefit  of  the  hospital  patient. 

Last  year  I  mentioned  the  in- 
terdepartmental research  on  the 
mechanisms  involved  in  cardiac, 
circulatory,    and   respiratory    fail-  " 

ure  and  their  relation  to  the  de- 
velopment of  surgical  techniques  in  operable  heart  abnormalities  both  congenital 
and  acquired.  These  have  been  carried  on  by  the  Departments  of  Medicine,  Sur- 
gery, Pathology,  and  Biochemistry.  Due  to  these  extensive  studies,  in  the  past 
year  we  have  been  able  to  treat  surgically  or  medically  cardio-vascular  abnormal- 
ities that  a  few  years  ago  wrere  considered  hopeless.  Difficulties  in  diagnosis  have 
been  overcome  in  the  Department  of  Medicine  by  means  of  cardiac  catheterization 
by  which  samples  of  the  blood  taken  from  various  chambers  of  the  heart  lead 
to  the  correct  estimation  of  the  defect.  Children  who  formerly  had  little  future 
but  looking  forward  to  a  life  of  invalidism,  can  now  enter  the  hospital  and  receive 
the  benefit  of  life-saving  operations  that  will  enable  them  to  lead  an  existence 
not  greatly  different  from  that  of  a  normal  child. 

Surgical  techniques  are  constantly  being  developed  to  enable  the  surgeon  to 
better  care  for  such  conditions  as  arterio-venous  anastomosis,  and  anastomosis  of 
the  carotid  artery  to  the  jugular  vein.  Studies  on  scar  tissue  are  being  carried  out 
as  to  the  thickness  of  skin  grafts,  and  skin  flaps,  and  the  transplantation  of  skin 
and  muscle,  for  better  plastic  surgery  in  defacing  injuries  and  deformities.  The  in- 
fluence of  vagus  nerve  resection  on  peptic  ulcer,  the  formation  of  artificial  gall- 
bladder, broncho-tracheal  anastomosis,  and  the  growth  of  cancer  in  the  large  and 
small  intestine  are  all  receiving  attention. 

In  the  Department  of  Medicine,  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  size-distribu- 
tion of  the  macro-lipoprotein  molecules  in  the  nephrotic  state,  and  the  distribu- 
tion of  electrolytes  in  tissue  as  related  to  blood  levels.  This  has  led  to  the  very 
important  development  of  the  artificial  kidney.  Studies  are  being  made  on  the 
effect  of  amoebic  infections  on  the  tubecular  patient,  and  the  use  of  iodine  in  the 
treatment  of  these  infections.  Tests  for  urinary  chlorides,  output  studies  in  gastro- 
intestinal disease,  and  the  effect  of  long  term  albumin  therapy  on  chronic  kidney 
disease,  are  also  under  observation. 
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A  very  important  interdepartmental  study  is  going  forward  on  the  proper 
establishment  of  fluid  and  electrolyte  balance  to  aid  the  surgically  postoperative, 
and  medically  dehydrated  patients.  Emphasis  is  being  made  on  the  sodium  and 
potassium  blood  levels  in  the  clinical  conditions  mentioned.  All  departments  are 
also  collaborating  on  further  studies  in  cortisone  and  AC.TH  therapy,  particu- 
larly their  action  on  malignant  tumors,  and  in  the  clinical  use  of  radioactive  iodine 
in  the  treatment  of  thyroid  cancer.  ,-r    % 

The  Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  has  been  studying  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  the  causes  of  infertility,  prenatal  illness,  and  premature  labor,  which 
are  all  grave  factors  in  the  wastage  of  human  life.  The  long  term  study  of  nutri- 
tion in  these  conditions  in  collaboration  with  the  Department  of  Medicine  is 
still  going  forward.  This  year  a  new  factor  has  been  considered  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Surgery,  that  is  the  possibility  of  blood  clotting  disturbances  having  a 
bearing  on  these  conditions.  Estimations  of  fibrinogen,  prothrombin,  and  heparin, 
all  of  which  are  factors  in  blood  coagulation,  are  being  undertaken  to  ascertain 
their  action  in   this  problem. 

One  of  the  oldest  and  most  unresponsive  diseases  of  children  is  hemophilia. 
In  this  condition  the  blood  will  not  clot  and  the  child  will  bleed  from  a  super- 
ficial cut  or  scratch  until  he  is  in  a  desperate  condition.  Very  few  of  these  unfor- 
tunate children  reach  adult  life.  In  a  joint  study  from  the  Departments  of  Pedi- 
atrics and  Medicine,  it  has  been  found  that  a  defect  in  their  blood  platelets  which 
causes  this  failure  of  the  blood  to  clot  can  be  temporarily  remedied  by  the  intra- 
venous injection  of  histamine.  While  this  will  not  permanently  cure  the  condition, 
it  will  give  relief  to  these  little  sufferers  and  enable  them  to  exist  through  their 
danger  period. 

The  Department  of  Otolaryngology  is  studying  the  relationship  between  nasal 
function  and  the  endocrine  system,  and  aspects  of  cancer  of  the  larynx.  The 
Departments  of  Pathology,  Biochemistry,  and  Roentgenology  have  all  generously 
contributed  of  their  time  to  every  interdepartmental  study  that  has  been  under- 
taken. This  is  all  a  part  of  our  general  spirit  of  team  work  and  cooperation  to 
make  this  Hospital  a  leader  in  advanced  medical  science  for  the  better  care  of 
the  hospital  patient. 

It  is  impossible  to  adequately  describe  or  even  mention  all  of  the  excellent 
research  that  is  taking  place  in  our  Hospital.  I  have  referred  to  only  a  small 
part  of  the  89  separate  problems  under  study  by  our  staff.  At  the  end  of  this 
book  there  is  a  bibliography  of  the  publications  of  our  staff,  which  will  give  a 
better  idea  of  the  immense  amount  of  really  fine  research  that  our  industrious  men 
and  women  are   contributing   to  the  welfare  of  humanity,  from  our  Hospital.

People  in  distress  and  unable  to  provide  lor  their 
own  health  needs  present  the  same  strong  appeal  as 
il  in  need  of  food,  clothing  or  shelter.  A  boy  with 
a  fractured  leg,  a  diabetic  who  cannot  live  without 
insulin,  and  the  man  who  requires  highly  specialized 
medical  supervision  to  save  his  sight,  must  receive 
medical   care  regardless  of  his  ability   to  pay. 

That  is  why  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  came 
into  existence  more  than  one  hundred  years  ago,  and 
that  is  why  12,039  individuals  madQ  83,020  visits  to 
the  Dispensary  in  1950  and  received  medical  care  in 
one  or  more  of  its  twenty-eight  specialized  departments. 

An  aggregation  of  2,000  sick  children  would,  if 
neglected,  arouse  the  public  to  action.  That  number 
care  in  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  last  year. 

In  addition,  687  well  babies  will,  it  is  believed,  become  healthier  and  stronger 
boys  and  girls  because  of  the  health  conferences  which  pediatricians  held  with 
their  mothers  in  1950.  Immunizations  which  these  children  received  against  com- 
municable diseases,  such  as  smallpox,  diphtheria,  and  whooping  cough,  may  pre- 
clude epidemics,  which,  once  started  in  the  crowded  areas  where  many  of  these 
families  live,  could  spread  with  disastrous  results.  Better  cooperation  of  the 
mothers  has  been  apparent  since  home  visiting  by  the  department  nurse  has  been 
instituted.  Fifteen  hundred  and  thirty-three  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  last 
year.  Mothers  were  advised  as  to  the  use  of  their  home  facilities  in  the  care  of 
their  babies,  and  encouraged  to  follow  instructions  of  the  doctors,  with  particular 
emphasis  on  the  importance  of  returning  for  immunizations.  The  Woman's  Board 
of  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  contributed  greatly  to  the  effectiveness  of  this  work 
by  providing  funds  for  the  salary  of  the  nurse.  This  department  is  now  used 
more  extensively  for  training  student  nurses,  as  the  opportunity  for  caring  for 
patients   in   their  homes  gives  excellent  experience. 

More    than    10,000    adults    and    adolescents    suffering    from    acute    and    chronic 
illnesses    are    cared    for    in    the    twenty-six    departments,    such    as    arthritis,    cardiac, 
and  tumor,  which  are  operated  primarily  for  the  treat- 
ment   of    patients    over    twelve    years    of    age. 

Laboratory,  x-ray  and  physical  therapy  facilities  in 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital  are  available  for  examination 
and  treatment  of  Dispensary  patients.  These  patients 
also  benefit  from  new  techniques  which  are  constantly 
being  developed  in  the  research  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  and  from  the  use  of  new  and  effective  drugs 
which  are  prescribed  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  doctors 
such  medication  is  necessary.  These  special  drugs,  which 
are  provided  free  to  patients  who   are  unable   to  pay, 
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are  made  available  through  the  generosity  of  the  Woman's  Board  and  the  Blind 
Service  Association.  In  1950,  52,616  laboratory  tests  and  14,360  x-ray  and  fluoro- 
scopic examinations  were  ordered  by  doctors  for  Dispensary  patients,  and  70,497 
prescriptions   were   filled   in   the   Dispensary  drug  room. 

Financial  assistance  from  the'  Service  Club  of  Chicago  has  been  directed  to 
the  work  of  the  two  staff  dietitians,  who  constantly  strive  by  individual  and  group 
instruction  to  encourage  patients  to  follow  diets  prescribed  by  doctors  and  to  pre- 
pare nutritious,  properly  balanced  meals  for  their  families.  Last  year,  2,765 
patients  were  instructed  in  classes  and  11,340  conferences  were  held  with  individu- 
als requiring  therapeutic  diets. 

In  addition  to  contributions  for  special  services,  generous  allocations  from 
the  Community  Fund  and  gifts  from  individual  donors  have  aided  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  and  140  doctors  who  give  their  time  gratuitously,  in  making  this  service 
available   to  the  large  number  of  applicants  for  out-patient  care.

Report  of  the  Chaplain 

The  Hospital  chaplain  carries  on  a  ministry  that  is  rich  in  personal  contacts. 
In  addition  to  calling  upon  patients  in  their  rooms,  he  conducts  a  brief  reli- 
gious service  in  the  Hospital  chapel  each  Sunday  morning  at  1 1  o'clock.  This 
dual  ministry  quite  naturally  is  followed  by  a  third,  a  growing  ministry  by  letter 
and  telephone  with  former  patients,  relatives  and  friends.  Many  of  these  contacts 
help  greatly   in   his   personal   work   in    the  Hospital. 

Probably  the  most  important  thing  the  chaplain  does  is  the  visiting  at  the 
bedside.  Here  intimate  conversation  and  counselling  frequently  produce  most  re- 
warding results.  By  reason  of  the  rapid  turnover  in  the  Hospital  population,  many 
of  his  contacts  are  but  casual.  However  with  some  patients  who  stay  longer,  very 
solid  foundations  of  understanding  are   laid. 

This  work  holds  in  it  such  great  possibilities  that  the  chaplain  cannot  but 
prayerfully  seek  the  finest  skills.  An  encouraging  development  today  is  the  in- 
creased stress  being  placed  on  the  Hospital  and  institutional  chaplaincy.  New 
studies  are   producing  better   techniques. 

An  interesting  development  of  the  past  year  has  been  the  growth  in  the  attend- 
ance at  the  Sunday  morning  chapel  service.  The  attendance  averages  in  the  high 
thirties  and  has  been  as  high  as  55.  People  from  all  religious  backgrounds  speak 
appreciatively  of  the  informal,  non-denominational  service.  The  half  hour  of  rev- 
erent worship  and  quiet  reflection  meets  a  need  that  is  universal.  The  need  for 
assurance  that  is  so  common  in  a  Hospital  gives  a  note  of  genuineness  and  reality 
to  the  service. 

It  is  a  privilege  to  be  placed  where  one  is  attempting  to  do  two  things: 
answer  the  pressing  questions  and  to  help  inquiring  folk  to  live  with  the  ques- 
tions  that   are   not   answered.

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Report  of  the  Woman's   Board 


Being  the  new  president  of  the  Woman's  Board  and  reporting  on  work 
accomplished  dining  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  5,  1951,  I  wish  to  give  credit 
to  the  selfless  leadership  of  Mrs.  Allin  K.  Ingalls,   our   former   president. 

With  345  active  members  representing  53  churches,  the  Winnetka  Auxiliary 
and  General   Members,   an  impressive   amount  of  work  was  effected. 

Total  receipts  for  the  year  were  $48,119.48.  We  contributed  $17,679.24  to  Hos- 
pital endowments  and  $15,890.40  for  services  to  the  children's  floor,  the  chapel, 
library,  School  of  Nursing,  scholarships,  etc.  We  also  gave  $13,660.88  to  social  serv- 
ice and  the  clinic  for  special  care,  medication,  and  appliances  for  indigent  patients. 
Our    total   disbursements   showed   an   increase  of  $13,342.06  over  last  year. 

The  Board  was  pleased  to  supplement  the  medical  treatment  of  283  patients 
in  the  Social  Service  Department  by  providing  appliances  such  as  braces,  den- 
tures, glasses,  ambulance  fees  and  convalescent  care.  In  the  summer  48  children 
were  sent  to  camp.  At  Christmas  a  party  was  given  for  selected  children  in  the 
Clinic,   and   the   elderly   people   were   remembered  for  the  first  time  with  a  party. 

For  additional  service  to  children  in  the  Hos- 
pital, $775  was  collected  by  the  Babies'  Alumni  to 
provide  free  care  of  infants.  Children  in  Sunday 
Schools  collected  $4,580.74  for  the  Child's  Free  Bed 
Endowment  Fund  which  now  totals  $84,125.74.  Tag 
Day  brought  in  $2,740  for  current  free  care.  The 
Board  assumed  the  support  of  a  nurse  in  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic.  The  Children's  Committee  pro- 
vided special  favors  for  trays  on  holidays,  flowers, 
and  gave  motion  picture  films  and  a  table  radio  to 
the  children's  floor. 

Ninety  volunteers  gave  7,900  hours  in  the  Hos- 
pital. The  Sewing  Committee  turned  in  2,000  more 
articles  than  the  previous  year.  The  linen  room 
received  14,763  pieces,  and  the  children's  floor,  gift 
shop  and  social  service,  800.  Soap-wrapper  coupons 
were  redeemed  for  300  teaspoons.  Twenty-five  churches  contributed  $359.18  in 
addition   to   2,406   glasses  of  jelly   and    135  quarts  of  fruit  juice  for  the  wards. 

The  library  circulated  16,428  books  and  provided  a  constant  supply  of  maga- 
zines  to   the    16  waiting  rooms.    Four   sales  of  duplicate  volumes  realized  $488. 

The  Thanksgiving  Committee  felt  rewarded  when  40  of  the  52  churches  rep- 
resented on  the  Board  responded  bv  a  tea  or  by  contributions,  thus  raising  $5,266.92 
ifor   the  Asa  S.   Bacon   Memorial  Ward  Free  Nurse  Fund. 

Eighty  Memorial  Gifts  amounting  to  $1,447.50  were  credited  to  the  following 
funds  according  to  the  wish  of  the  donor:  Asa  S.  Bacon,  Ida  B.  Graham,  Child's 
Free   Bed,   School   of   Nursing,   Gladys   Foster,   and   the  Building  Fund. 

The  School  of  Nursing  Committee  raised  $1,425.30  at  a  Fashion  Tea  and 
$125.20    at    a    resale    of    clothing   donated    by    Board    Members.     With    these    funds 
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they  sent  two  nurses  to  the  National  Nursing  Conven- 
tion, supported  two  missionary  scholarships,  gave  two 
awards  of  $100  each  to  outstanding  graduates,  bought 
a  TV  set  for  the  nurses'  home,  provided  music  for 
the  nurses'  chorus,  and  books  for  the  nurses'  library. 
They  also  gave  a  tea  for  the  incoming  freshman  class. 
The  Winnetka  Auxiliary  added  $1,957  to  its 
Barbara  Ann  Smith  Memorial  Fund,  thus  bringing 
the  total  to  f  13,197,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  opening 
the  Teen-Age  Ward  for  Ci ills.  From  its  Thanks- 
giving Tea  receipts,  it  allocated  $1,800  to  the  Woman's 
Board.  Initiating  a  Christmas  Sale  this  year,  it  af- 
forded a  gala  day  in  the  Hospital  and  netted  $1,751.56 
which  was  credited  to  the  Gift  Shop. 

Highlighting  our  work  was  our  participation  in 
the  drive  for  the  Building  Fund.  We  have  justifiable  pride  in  announcing  that 
through  the  Special  Gifts  Committee  we  raised  $514,746.50.  Reserved  in  the  name 
of  the  Woman's  Board  are  the  Nurses'  Library,  and  in  the  future  addition  to  the 
Hospital,    the   Gift    Shop   and    Snack    Bar.

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Report  of  the   Director  of  Nursing 

The  department  of  nursing  is  usually  one  of  the 
largest  in  a  hospital,  and  its  organization  and  oper- 
ation rests  largely  on  the  quality  of  patient-care.  The 
director  of  nursing  has  a  dual  responsibility  in  the 
organizational  plan  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  its 
School  of  Nursing:  service  to  patients  and  education 
of  nurses.  An  associate  director  in  each  area  shares 
the  responsibilities  of  administering  nursing  service 
and  nursing  education. 

In  the  patient-care  areas  "the  team"  at  work  includes 
the  supervisors,  head  nurses,  general  staff  nurses,  stu- 
dent nurses,  aides,  and  orderlies — all  of  whom  work 
in  cooperation  with   the  many  other  departments   in 

Presbyterian  Hospital.  Both  because  of,  and  in  spite  of,  a  shortage  of  personnel, 
efforts  have  been  directed  through  committees  and  individuals  toward  simplifica- 
tion and  unification  of  records,  toward  improvement  in  efficiency  by  standardization 
and  centralization  of  equipment,  and  the  installation  of  time-saving  devices  (espe- 
cially the  Executone).  Efforts  have  been  made  also  toward  retaining  the  graduate 
nurses  by  assigning  them  to  departments  of  their  preference,  and  by  improving 
personnel  policies  and  salaries.  It  is  hoped  that  all  of  these  measures  contribute 
toward  improvement  in  nursing  service. 

The  School  of  Nursing  aims  to  educate  young  women  in  the  arts  and  sciences 
of  nursing.  Ninety  students  were  enrolled  in  the  March  and  September  classes. 
The  educational  program  of  the  School  can  be  measured  in  terms  of  its  product. 
In  order  to  obtain  specific  information  the  success  and  achievements  of  its  gradu- 
ates should  be  surveyed.  Accrediting  agencies  evaluate  the  School  on  the  basis  of 
its  total  curriculum.  Of  greatest  importance  is  the  teaching  program  administered 
by  the  School's  faculty. 

During  the  past  year  the  most  significant  improvement  has  been  in  the  clin- 
ical teaching  areas.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  clinical  instruc- 
tors and  a  strengthening  of  the  planned-program  of  instruction  in  the  Hospital 
wards.  In  addition  to  teaching  and  supervision  of  students  in  both  classrooms  and 
on  the  wards,  the  educational  program  must  be  well-balanced  in  health  and  recre- 
ational activities.  The  Student  Health  Service  has  shown  growth;  there  have  been 
developments  in  the  social  and  recreational  program;  and  advancements  have 
been  made  in  student  government  activities.  The  progress  of  the  new  nurses' 
residence  on  Harrison  Street  has  had  a  strong  motivating  influence  on  the  total 
educational  program. 

It  is  a  privilege  to  be  employed  in  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  the  School  of 
Nursing,  where  many  challenges  have  come  already  in  the  few  months  I  have  been 
here  during  1950.  The  "nursing  team"  can  be  strengthened  by  better  correlation 
through  joint  planning  in  committees,  conferences,  and  workshops,  perhaps. 
There  is  need  for  research  in  the  areas  of  both  nursing  service  and  nursing  edu- 
cation. The  nursing  personnel  can  receive  much  stimulation  from  the  research 
and  teaching  projects  which  are  being  carried  on  by  the  medical  staff  in  this  great 
institution.

To  maintain  them  at  their 
present  levels,  and  to  expand  them  if  the  need  arises, 
will  require  even  more  generous  support  than  the 
Hospital  is  receiving  today.
